/Trade with the West Indies. 

Ouo rt.'Hult of tho illnatured and 
.sliort-sighted ncd t)f the United States 
authorities ia abrogating the liecipro- 
oity Treaty with Canada wai, that tlie 
latter ecnintry was induced to seek new 
paths for her comniercc, new niarki ts 
for her products. She sent a cunimis- 
sioner to tho West Indies and foinul 
there a valuable cu.stonior. Tho trade 
between the Dominion and tlieso colon- 
ies has attained important proportions, 
and ia still growing. He(!ent negotia- 
tions -svitli a view to (istahlisliin;^- nini-e 
efliiuent ])ostal ccjiiimunication bi'tween 
the two countries sliows that tin; great 
Allan Company stand prepared to un- 
dertake the work for a subsidy of one 
tlioubaud pounds sterling a trip, tuul 
that the r-rovernment of Deraerara is 
willing to e(jnlribiito oiio moiely of 
that ainount. Thus tin- sliaro rc(|iiired 
of tiie Domiiiicju (lovernnient would 
be six thousand pounds, or thirtylthousand 
dollars a year ; and it is believed that the 
( 1 (jveriinieut will not shrink from 
thu ('(judilious, as it will bo Lrreatly to 
tho interest of the country tli.it increas- 
ed facilities for ti'adc Hhoiild be jjrovid- 
vidod. Canada now takes annually 
forty thousand tons of sugar from these 
islands, much of which still comes to 
her through tlie United Htaes. It is 
estimated that with tlio prujiosed lino 
bIu) would save enoiigli on sugar tdone 
to j)ay the subsidy. But tiiis is jkiI 
tho only itoin. It is not the main 
item. These colonies import largely 
the very tilings Canada sells most, — 
meats, bread, bntlor, coal, llour, fish 
and liiinher to the ao;rregaio value of 
4^2:"), 000, 000 annually. Much of liie.se 
Canada already suj)pli(,'s; but owing to 
defective mcaiiH of communication, 

■ they to a great extent reach tlieir des. 
tination through tho United States. 
Jiy estiihli.sliiiig a fortnightly line of 
largo steamers nmiiiiig dircM't, it is be- 
lieved that tho whole of the ])res(.'nt 
trade would be reclaimed fr(uii foreign 
channels, aiul that tlio trade between 
the two oountriea -would be largely aug- 
mejited, — that Oanada would get back 
W. subsidy four fold.

I. have till 
now withhold from commontiug thereon 
in hope that some more devotit and 
onulite Christian would have or))rosse(l 
tho views very generally pi-evailing uj)on 
this question. 

'Tis really refreshing in these days of 
growing inatorialiRm to find couBoienco 
speaking out boldly at tho expense of 
pecuniary benefit, and thus proving in a 
C'lu-istiau like manner that the so-calleil 
"almighty" dollar is unwortliy of that 
name, and that even in this nineteenth 
•eentiiry there lunpiestionably (\xiBtasoino 
souls "above buttons." A Concert of it- 
self lias enuohliug tendencies; tho sing- 
in,!.; ill saored harmony of the solemn and 
reli';ious music of the great composers 
draws forth the purest of human emo- 
tions, and ins(Misibly wafts in reverie tho 
thoughts of the creature to the Creator. 

This niay all bo very true, but tho wise 
man h.as snid "there is a time and a jilacn 
for everything;" and tho writor from 
Bishop's Close now adds that the new 
Episcopal church Intilding is not the 
j)!ai,'(^for such music. 

Conscientious scruples in any one are 
most sacred and should over command 
respect, more so if possible, when clothed 
with the prestige of years, rank and edu- 
cation. 

A thinking mind is however puzzled to 
understand the consistency of the consci- 
entious scruples disiilayed in the mode of 
raising funds for the new Christ Church. 

.•\re lia/.iuifs, games of chance and lot- 
teries perniissnlile for such a jiurposo by 
any hiw of the Ten Comniaiulinents V or 
do tho Holy Tal)let8 from Mount Sinai 
allow the aid of tho Socreries and^deeds of 
darknesa of tho wizard to swell tlie coffers 
of the I'stablished Church of England 

The new Church fund has, I bolievo, 
rcceiveil substantial niil from all classes 
and ilenniniiiutionfi in this city, and I feel 
assurer, that tlio congregation has th« 
best wishes of the whole city, for its mone- 
tor.y and lasting success. 

Perhaps some of tho clauses of tho ro- 
ferrcd-to letter grate soniowliat harshly 
upon some othiu' peo])lc's "conscientious 
sei'iiplcki," I don't, howevor, think that 
groat injury has been done anywhere. If 
such injury wore don(!, it would be much 
ri.'lievecl, 1 may say 'forgiven,' by receiving 
a letter from a distinguished writer upon 
the subject of "consistency."

Frail Feminity. 

ONI! HUNDKED AND FIFTY LADIES BEAEOHED 
FOR SMUGGLING GOODS. 

la ifj probably better known to Cus- 
tom-liouso oilicials than to outsiders 
that at least every tenth woman who 
crosses the Detroit river carries smug- 
gled goodB. Tho goods may bo tea, 
coffco, throiid, ribbons, or fioniothiiig 
olfio of great vahio, but tho intent to 
Hmugglo is tb(;re, lunl tho succe.sM in 
bringing over a small lot is nearly al- 
ways an iuducenieut for the smuggler 
to try tlio same on n large scale. Men 
may ami do smuggle clothing now and 
then, but it ia the female Hex wliich 
carriea tho burden of guilL. The Cub- 
tomhouBO ofiicialB at tho ferry dock in 
this city are as vigilant as olHcers can 
be, but wliat chances have they against 
monster hoop-skirts and gigantic bust- 
le.s? They cannot stop to peep under 
shawis, C'xaniiue poeket.s, look into 
baby-carts and hold a crowd on the 
boat, and so they must continue their 
work with tho knowledge that goods 
are b(5ing Hmuggled, and tliat only one 
grand and eortaiii haul of their net can 
traj) the guilty and frighten tho in- 
nocent Ko that tliey Khali never dare to 
purHiie the business. 

Tlie net was drawn yesterday. The 
officers commenced about 2 o'clock, 
v,-alking iiftoon or twenty women up 
stairs into the cuKtom rooms, and hfiinl- 
iiig tliein over to a \v(jman to be Kcarcli- 
ed. Every boat load which landed, 
for ab.jut thrco hours, waw treated in 
the same manner — that is all Iho female 
po.-tion. Some were indign.'int, and 
appealed to their husbands, who vainly 
appealed to the custoniH ofhcers. Others 
wanted to faint away,l)ut after looking 
nt tho planks and the dnst eonclnded 
not to. Otiiers wept, laughed, or turn- 
ed pale, but none of them werepermit- 
ted to e .cape. During the afternoon 
about one hundred and fiftv' women 
wei-(; confronted by Uncle Sam, and the 
old man liad a good deal of fnn and 
made some wonderful discoveries. 

For inatauco, a modest little woman, 
who was in a great hurry to go homo to 
hor sick child, pulled out a few pins, 
and ten yards of English flannel fell to 
the floor. A tall woman, with tears in 
in her oyes, who asserted that slie 
would sooner chop her head oQ" than to 
think of smuggling, unfastened a pound 
of tea from her sl^eleton, and asserted 
that it must have been placed there by 
some c'.o- igning person. Another ono 
indignantly denied "the right of 
srareh," but after reinnining a prisoner 
an liour or two, told the searclier to 
take it and "go to grass," tlirowing a 
package of ribbons and laces on tho 
floor. A lot of calico was found on 
another, some velvet on another, and 
at last It) per cent, of the whole num- 
ber wore found to be engaged in nmug- 
gling. The officials wore satistiod with 
conliseating the gouilfi, and it is said 
that wonten who land from Canada 
during the day to-day, M'ill be marched 
up Btftirs and turned over to the care of 
the grim female, who hoods no threats 
and nudt-s nt no siglis — Detroit Free 
Press, October l''ja. '
